SELWYN THEATRE 


“The Fool,” Channing Pollock’s powerful 
and interesting drama now in ‘its seventh 
week at the Selwyn Theatre, Boston, is not 
only the latest but the-most ambitious.con- 
tribution so far made to the stage. 

“The Fool” might be called a modern 
morality play or a revival play, for the prin- 
cipal character is an idealist fighting in- 
justice and materialism tooth and nail.

im are synonyms for wealth and success. 
He casts his lot with labor, to help in the 
conflict with capitalism; but here too he 
meets rebuffs and is saved from attack as if 
by a miracle, when a crippled girl walks for 
the first time and so awes the mob of dis- 
gruntled strikers that taunts and threatens 
him.. So the play is brought to a thrilling 
climax, which points the theme of spiritual 
regeneration. 

His old friends call him a fool and a failure; 
but, as he says in the end, his way of livine 
has been his contribution to the world’s 
work. Others have amassed wealth and 
achieved what they call success, but he has 
found peace, health, friends, time to indulge 
his soul and to help the needy. “Which of 
us,” he asks his old friend. the capitalist, 
“is the rich man?’’ The play answers the 
question emphatically. Service on behalf of 
fellow-creatures has made the outcast clergy- 
man as happy as mortal man can be. 

It isa play that appeals to what the author 
regards as the much neglected better side of 
the play-going public. It was not written in 
a hurry to divert the tired business man. 
Mr. Pollock devoted ten years to it, aiming 
to produce a work that would appeal to the 
public through its idealism and human- 
itarianism.

January Was Another 100,000 Month for

The total cars sold during January was 
100,118 according to advices just receives 
from the Ford Metor company at Détroit, 
making the tenth consecutive month in 
which sales have run over the 100,000 mark.

But since April last, the first month when 
sales topped the 100,000 line, there has been 
no slackening and every month since has 
brought in sales totalling more than 100,000 
something unprecedented in the automobile 
world. ; 

Several things have contributed to this 
unusual sales record, principal of which is the 
fact that since last Ocotober, Ford prices 
have been at the lowest level ever reached in 
the history of the company. Organized 
sales drives have been most effectively 
carried on, resulting in an awakening of the 
motoring public to the fact that the Ford 
car is as dependable and practical in winter 
as it is in summer. 

Another noticeable factor is that the man 
of moderate means, ambitious to own an 
automobile, and who a few months ago 
looked to much higher priced cars to satisfy 
his desire, is rapidly convincing himself that 
he can much better afford a Ford car which 
calls for less investment, less upkeep expense 
and has the greatest service facilities. New 
improvements and refinements in all Ford 
cars, both open and enclosed models, have 
contributed much in this respect. 

Production at the Ford plant for 1923 will 
be established at 6,000 cars and trucks a day 
and this output will be reached about April 1. 
With the first month ‘in the year starting off 
with sales in excess of 100,000, indications 
are that absorption is going to run close to 
this high production schedule.

Careless Statements 


To the Editor: 

Careless and unfair statements made by 
people of seeming responsibility constitute 
one of the greatest evils of our day. What 
wide circulation an exaggeration will gain! 
Facts seem of little avail in offsetting the 
harm done. 

Carelessness and irresponsiblity of sveech 
have cost much. 

At our recent town meeting we had several 
striking examples of lose talk and naturally 
such talk gains considerable publicity be- 
cause the statements were extreme. People 
should take more interest in facts. . 

Let our civic life be freer from careless 
statements in our public deliberations. Great 
care should be exercised by persons in re- 
sponsible positions to be fair to all concerned. 
We, therefore, commend highly the sanity 
of your editorial last week. It is good do>- 
trine. We need more of such preaching in 
our midst. 

How to make civic consciousness and en- 
thusiasm a permanent asset in the adiust- 
ment of civic values is always a problem. 
There is nothing more important to the best 
life of a town than the sense of oneness. We 
call this “civic sense”. In many towns, it is 
quite lacking. That is, it is unawakened. It 
is always latent. Andover at this time needs 
a sense of civic fellowship around which can 
be built the best thought of the town. All 
sense of separating influences should be lost 
in the sense of civic solidarity. 

The normal attitude of the progressive 
citizen‘cannot be a position of resistance. of 
defense. The civic sense will remedy this. 
The civic sense furnishes the civic ideal. The 
welfare of every citizen must be the only 
Purpose in the government of Andover. Our 
town should be considered as a well-ordered 
household. 

This depends upon the sanity and integ- 
rity and loyalty of the common citizen. 
Public opinion shapes all policies. Let each 
citizen exert that power first by appreciating 
and secondly by demanding that Andover 
must have beauty combined with economy— 
must have a vision that does not view one 
year ahead, but views the needs and de- 
velopment along the lines of working out 
settled policies which have been determined 
by our citizens to be best in the long run. 

This is the only way in which a successful 
business is managed. A business which grows 
develops and is advanced is operated upon 
ines of vision and the “long look ahead.” 
Thus are pitfalls avoided. Thus it is not 
necessary to experience “regrets” and wishes 
that “we had done differently” in legislation 
that has been enacted.

Andover Branch of Leagué of Nations to 
Meet Tonight 


_A meeting of the Andover League of Na- 
tions, Non-Partisan Association, will be held 
this evening in the lower room of the Town 
hall, at 8:00 o’clock. All interested in the 
purpose of the Association as given in the 
following official statement are invited to be 
present: 

We, members of the Association believe: 


That in view of the advance in the means 
of destruction of life and proverty in war, the 
preservation of liberty and civilization re- 
quires that a corresponding advance be made 
in governmental co-operation designed to 
make an end of war; 

That some league, or union, or association 
of nations is the only form of international 
organization yet proposed that is adequate 
to accomplish this end; 

And that three years of experience with the 
existing League, with its membership of more 
than fifty civilized nations, proves it to be 
such an efficient and promising agency for the 
substitution of conference and justice and law 
for force in international affairs, that the 
adherence to it by the United States would 
render it the greatest moral and political 
agency hitherto devised for securing the 
peace of the world. 

We cordially approve the recent approach 
by our government to participation in League 
of Nations activities, and especially the 
promised membership in the Permanent 
ue of International Justice, but we be- 

ieve: 

That, in the providence of God our nation 
has been placed in a position of great moral 
influence and power in the world; 

That it is unworthy and unwise for our 
great nation to “unofficially observe’ and 
timidly participate in the conferences of the 
League without sharing in responsibility for 
its decisions; 

That permanent international peace and 
domestic prosperity can be secured only by 
dignified and responsible participation of our 
government as a member of the League; 

And that the other nations would welcome 
the United States into membership on any 
reasonable terms. 

We, therefore, putting aside all party or 
other differences, unite and invite other per- 
sons, and organizations, to unite with us, for 
the purpose of an independent, non-partisan 
cultivation of such a public opinion as will 
induce the present Administration, or if not 
this, the next one, to enter the League of 
Nations on such terms as to such Administra- 
tion may seem wise, provided only that they 
te consistent with our constitution and con- 
sonant with the dignity and honor, the moral 
responsibility and power of our Republic.

CALLS FOR CAREFUL WORK 


“Miners” Who Dig for Specimens of 
Extinct Animals for Museums 
Must Be Experts, 


Few persons contemplating the re- 
markable specimens of extinct animals 
to be seen in some, museums realize 
the amount of work which has been 
entailed in the uncovering and prepa- 
ration of these specimens. In the first 
place, a well-equipped expedition is 
generally sent out to look for these 
bones, and many miles are sometimes 
covered in the search of a likely spot 
for operations, Even then tons of sand 
are carefully moved often without un- 
covering the bones ‘that are being 
sought. 

The removal of the soll can be done 
only’ by those who are familiar with 
the work, for an inexperienced hand 
could geadily do much damage by not 
knowing how to proceed. When a 
bone has been located it is uncovered 
slowly by the ald of small brushes and 
delicate implements. The bones when 
found are exceedingly brittle and must 
be handled with the greatest of care. 
When they are finally brought to light 
they are given a coat of shellac and 
then placed in a bath of flour paste. 

They are then carefully wrapped in 
strips of fabric and put in boxes. When 
the latter are placed in crates for ship- 
ment the smaller boxes are surrounded 
with cotton and other material to pre- 
vent any possibility of damage being 
done to the specimens,

TONGUES CLASH IN BELGIUM 


Flemish-Speaking Elements Win Point 
Against Their Countrymen Whose 
Language Is French, 

National divisions are growing more 
acute in Belgium, says a writer in the 
Living Age. The Flemish-speaking 
provinces, already insurgent against 
the French-speaking Brussels govern- 
ment before the war, and encouraged 
in this attitude during the German oc- 
cupation, are more insistent upon their 
rights than ever. 

Parllament recently refused to erect 
a Flemish university at Antwerp. But 
the minister of education, apparently 
without the endorsement of all his col- 
leagues, submitted a bill to parliament 
providing that “at the University of 
Ghent instruction shall be given in 
Flemish; it shall be given in French 
and Flemish in the schools of civil en- 
gineering, arts and manufactures.” 

This bill was adopted by a vote of 
89 against 85, with seven abstentions— 
figures suggesting the equal division 
of sentiment over a question that, if 
we are to credit newspaper headlines, 
has aroused passions that have 
brought the people to the verge of 
violence. 

The neutral and Protestant Journal 
de Geneve regards the action of the 
Belgian parliament as a “regrettable 
setback to Latin culture,” likely to 
accentuate “discords of race, language, 
and even of religion” in that country. 
It will be recalled that the Flemings 
are strongly clerical. 


NEVER USED BY EMPEROR 


Luxurious Private Railroad Car Built 
for Maximilian of Mexico Is 
Still in Existence. 

On a sidetrack of the Mexican rall- 
way In Vera Cruz there rests one of 
the most historic private cars on the 
continent. It was built to order for 
Emperor Maximilian of Mexico more 
than sixty years ago. So solid was its 
construction that it is still in fairly 


presentable condition, despite its 
weather-beaten exterlor, 
During the recent revolutionary 


period it was used as the private car 
of army officers, Finally it found its 
way back to Vera Cruz, where it was 
shunted onto a remote siding to re 
main forgotten until discovered the 
other day by an official of the road. 

Although the car was built for 
Emperor Maximilian, the tll-fated 
ruler never got to ride in it. When 
it arrived in Vera Cruz, a year before 
his downfall, conditions were so bad 
that It could not be sent to Mexico 
City. Tt was used later by President 
Juarez, who signed the death warrant 
of Maxm'iian and succeeded him as 
ruler of Mexico.

That in view of the advance in the means 
of destruction of life and proverty in war, the 
preservation of liberty and civilization re- 
quires that a corresponding advance be made 
in governmental co-operation designed to 
make an end of war; 

That some league, or union, or association 
of nations is the only form of international 
organization yet proposed that is adequate 
to accomplish this end; 

And that three years of experience with the 
existing League, with its membership of more 
than fifty civilized nations, proves it to be 
such an efficient and promising agency for the 
substitution of conference and justice and law 
for force in international affairs, that the 
adherence to it by the United States would 
render it the greatest moral and political 
agency hitherto devised for securing the 
peace of the world. 

We cordially approve the recent approach 
by our government to participation in League 
of Nations activities,.and especially the 
promised membership in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice, but we be- 
leve: * 

That, in the providence of God our nation 
has been placed in a position of great moral 
influence and power in the world; 

That it is unworthy and unwise for our 
great nation to “unofficially observe” and 
timidly participate in the conferences of the 
League without sharing in responsibility for 
its decisions; 

That permanent international peace and 
domestic prosperity can be secured only by 
dignified and responsible participation of our 
government as a member of the League; 

And that the other nations would welcome 
the United States into membership on any 
reasonable terms. 

We, therefore, putting aside all party or 
other differences, unite and invite other per- 
sons, and organizations, to unite with us, for 
the purpose of an independent, non-partisan 
cultivation of such a public opinion as will 
induce the present Administration, or if not 
this, the next one, to enter the League of 
Nations on such terms as to such Administra- 
tion may seem wise, provided only that they 
te consistent with our constitution and con- 
sonant with the dignity and honor, the moral 
responsibility and power of our Republic.

CALLS FOR CAREFUL WORK 


“Miners” Who Dig for Specimens of 
Extinct Animals for Museums 
Must Be Experts, 


Few persons contemplating the re- 
markable specimens of extinct animals 
to be seen in some museums realize 
the amount of work which has been 
entailed in the uncovering and prepa- 
ration of these specimens. In the first 
place, a well-equipped expedition is 
generally sent out to look for these 
bones, and many miles are sometimes 
covered in the search of a likely spot 
for operations, Even then tons of sand 
are carefully moved often without un- 
covering the bones that are being 
sought. 

The removal of the soll can be done 
only by those who are familiar with 
the work, for an inexperienced hand 
could geadily do much damage by not 
knowing how to proceed. When a 
bone has been located it is uncovered 
slowly by the ald of small brushes and 
delicate implements, The bones when 
found are exceedingly brittle and must 
be handled with the greatest of care. 
When they are finally brought to light 
they are given a coat of shellac and 
then placed in a bath of flour paste. 

They are then carefully wrapped in 
strips of fabric and put in boxes. When 
the latter are placed in crates for ship- 
ment the smaller boxes are surrounded 
with cotton and other material to pre- 
vent any possibility of damage being 
done to the specimens,

TONGUES CLASH IN BELGIUM 


Fiemish-Speaking Elements Win Point 
Against Their Countrymen Whose 
Language is French, 


National divisions are growing more 
acute in Belgium, says a writer in the 
Living Age. The Flemish-speaking 
provinces, already insurgent against 
the French-speaking Brussels govern- 
ment before the war, and cncouraged 
in this attitude during the German oc- 
cupation, are more insistent upon their 
rights than ever. 

Parliament recently refused to erect 
a Flemish university at Antwerp. But 
the minister of education, apparently 
without the endorsement of all his col- 
leagues, submitted a bill to parliament 
providing that “at the University of 
Ghent instruction shall be given in 
Flemish; it shall be given in French 
and Flemish in the schools of civil en- 
gineering, arts and manufactures.” 

This bill was adopted by a vote of 
89 against 85, with seven abstentions— 
figures suggesting the equal division 
of sentiment over a question that, if 
we are to credit newspaper headlines, 
has aroused passions that have 
brought thé people to the verge of 
violence. 

The neutral and Protestant Journal 
de Geneve regards the action of the 
Belgian parliament as a “regrettable 
setback to Latin culture,” likely to 
accentuate “discords of race, language, 
and even of religion” in that country. 
It will be recalled that the Flemings 
are strongly clerical. 


NEVER USED BY EMPEROR 


Luxurious Private Railroad Car Built 
for Maximilian of Mexico Is 
Still in Existence. 

On a sidetrack of the Mexican rall- 
way in Vera Cruz there rests one of 
the most historic private cars on the 
continent. It was built to order for 
Emperor Maximilian of Mexico more 
than sixty years ago. So solid was its 
construction that {it is still in fairly 


presentable condition, despite its 
weather-beaten exterior, 
During the recent revolutionary 


period it was used as the private car 
of army officers. Finally it found its 
way back to Vera Cruz, where it was 
shunted onto a remote siding to re 
main forgotten until discovered the 
other day by an official of the road. 

Although the car was built for 
Emperor Maximilian, the ill-fated 
ruler never got to ride in it. When 
it arrived In Vera Cruz, a year before 
his downfall, conditions were so bad 
that It could not be sent to Mexico 
City. Tt was used later by President 
Juarez, who signed the death warrant 
of Maxm'iHan and succeeded him as 
ruler of Mexico. 

Teakwood, brought from India, was 
used in its construction, It was built 
in France and received in this coun- 
try In the early part of 1865. On the 
out'ide It presented the appearance 
of «ne of the English compartment 
ears,

MOSUL NEAR NINEVEH’S SITE 


Ancient City on the Tigris Practically 
Built on thé Ruins of Famous 
Metropolis. 

Will the next war be waged on the 
site of ancient Nineveh? Mosul, on 
the bank of the Tigris, overlooks the 
mounds of that ancient city. Mosul 
means oil. England and Turkey seem 
to have come to grips over Mosul. 

At the crossroads of caravan routes 
from everywhere—Aleppo, Bagdad 
and Persia, the leaning minaret of 
Mosul has seen that city wax and 
wane. It may rise from its ruins of 
white limestone and become a great 
city again. For it is the capital of 
the province in which are oil fields 
that compare with the richest in the 
world. 

It will not be the first time that the 
city by.the Tigris has come back after 
being counted out. Nineveh shone for 
2,000 years. When it gave up the 
ghost Mosul, a lusty infant, sprang 
from the southern suburbs and flour- 
ished. 

It weathered the storms of many 
wars. Tamerlane pillaged it. Saladin 
beat against its walls but failed to 
subdue the city. It rose to its height 
in the Twelfth century, when it be- 
came an Independent capital. The 
vilayet of Mosul, over which the 
Turks and British battled in confer- 
ence, includes 29,000 square miles ly- 
ing mostly east of the Tigris.
